Congressman Crumpacker seeks 
to have Congress to pry into the 
affairs of the political conditions 
of some of the Southern States 
and if possible reduce their repre- 
mtation in the National Legisla- 
ture After many years of bitter- 
-u sectional feeling seems 
most goue, in the midst of 
prosperity aud the merging in of a 
iw era, as it seems to be in the 
South, this partisan coming from 
another section seeks to revive the 
feeling that followed in the path 
■petbagism, to wave the 
bloody shirt over free and loyal 
States, besmirch their political 
life and cripple their industrial 
advancement. He makes grave 
chargus against some of the States 
that lie south of the Mason and 
Dixon line, but fails to touch any 
of the States in which his politi- 
cal party sways the soepter of 
power, though some of them have 
such restrictions as really disfran- 
chises a large number of voters, 
in searching for a State that dis- 
franchises, that places unjust re- 
strictions over the ballot ; that al- 
lows corporate power to coerce, he 
could find all this on the north 
side of the line. Some of the 
Southern States have placed such 
restrictions around the ballot as 
will enable the white element to 
control, while some Northern 
States have such requirements as 
enables a part of the white ele- 
ment to dictate.

ment in the New England States. 
The Crumpaoker game should cov- 
er all the affected districts in its 
search if it seeks to purify ; but it 
is not intended for that purpose.
